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WE    NOMINATE 


Franklin  C.  ( Cappy )  Cappon,  a  Princeton  tradition 
for  the  past  two  decades  and  one  of  the  country's  best- 
Itnown  basketball  coaches,  who  this  Friday  evening 
(  April  17th  I — his  own  protests  not\vithstanding — will 
be  the  guest  of  honor  at  a  New  York  gathering  of  the 
"Clan  of  Cappon."  Under  the  energetic  leadership  of  a 
committee  of  erstwhile  basketball  stars,  athletes  and 
non-athletes  of  assorted  ages,  shapes  and  sizes  will 
assemble  for  what  has  been  conceived  as  a  "2151  birth- 
day party"  for  the  58-year  old  Cappon  who  joined 
Prmceton  University's  athletic  staff  in  the  fall  of  1938. 

Described  by  a  Princeton  Dean  "as  one  of  our  great 
teachers  with  a  remarkable  understanding  of  whatever 
it  is  that  makes  undergraduates  tick."  Cappon  is  an 
unusual  figure  in  a  demanding  profession.  He  of  course 
plays  to  win.  he  specializes  in  upsetting  favored  op- 
ponents but  never  does  he  create  the  impression  that 
his  teams  "must  win  or  else."  The  letter  announcing 
the  upcoming  "Cappy  Birthday  Party"  pinpointed  this 
phenomenon  in  these  words:  "Strangely  enough,  we 
have  never  taken  special  notice  of  the  fact  that  Prince- 
ton has  played  fine  basketball  over  the  years  and  that 
Cap  has  compiled  one  of  the  country's  outstanding  rec- 
ords." 

A  newspaperman,  with  an  aversion  for  basketball 
and  a  profound  admiration  for  Cappon,  whose  teams 
have  been  dominant  forces  in  the  Ivy  League  for  the 
past  13  years,  conducted  an  informal  survey  among  a 
number  of  Cappon's  former  pupils.  To  a  man  they 
described  their  foghorn-voiced  coach  as  "a  major  in- 
fluence, as  a  person  and  as  a  teacher,  in  their  growing 
up."  For  example.  Bud  Palmer  '44,  now  a  top-flight 


television  announcer  and  under  Cappon  one  of  fh» 
first  collegians  to  perfect  the  deadly  jump-shot,  recalled 
Cappon  as  "a  great  winner  and  and  even  greater  loser." 

The  bald-pated  Cappon,  a  past  president  of  the  Na- 
tional Association  of  Basketball  Coaches  and  probably 
the  best-read  member  of  an  erudite  university  coaching 
staff,  launched  his  career  even  before  he  completed  his 
studies  with  the' Class  of  1924  at  the  University  of 
Michigan.  Winner  of  the  Western  Conference  Medal, 
annually  conferred  upon  the  "Big  Ten  "  senior  best 
combining  proficiency  in  scholarship  and  athletics,  h« 
started  out  at  Luther  College,  Iowa,  as  head  coach  of 
football,  basketball  and  track.  He  subsequently  served 
a  brief  apprenticeship  at  Michigan  and  in  1926-27  wai 
head  coach  of  football  at  the  University  of  Kansas. 

Prior  to  migrating  eastward  as  part  of  the  personnel 
upheaval  that  catapaulted  Fritz  Crisler  from  Nassau 
Street  to  the  Michigan  campus.  Cappon  had  completed 
a  decade  at  Michigan  as  assistant  director  of  athletics, 
head  coach  of  basketball  and  assistant  coach  of  foot- 
ball. Here,  with  time-out  for  four  World  War  II  yean 
with  the  Navy,  he  has  contributed  almost  as  much  to 
the  Tigers'  football  successes  as  he  has  to  basketball. 
And,  on  the  so-called  "town  side"  of  the  Borough's 
business  section,  he  has  risen  to  the  vice-presidency  of 
the  real  estate  and  insurance  firm  of  G.  R.  Murray.  Inc. 

For  his  outstanding  contributions  in  the  field  of 
higher  education:  for  endowing  his  teams  with  a  per- 
sonality which  is  distinctively  Princeton's — and  Cap- 
pon's: for  making  a  habit  "of  doing  better"  than  his 
fellow  coaches  deem  at  all  logical  in  their  pre-season' 
evaluations:  he  is  Town  Topics*  nominee  for 
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Cleaning  and  Storage  Time  Is  Here!

Variety  ol  Developments.  Lake 
the  April  weather,  which  revert- 
ed fi-oni  swimming  to  snowballs 
(see  box,  page  4).  developments 
on  the  news  front  during  the  past 
week  have  covei-ed  a  wide  range 
of  topics.  April  sessions  of  tiie 
tovm's  two  governing  bodies  re- 
ceived from  the  Joint  Citizens' 
AdWsory  Committee  on  Recrea- 
tion a  searching  53-page  report 
examining  Princeton's  facilities, 
shortcomings  and  course  for  the 
future  in  this  important  aspect  of 
community  life. 

The  document  is  predicated  on 
the  fact  that,  "in  judging  Prince- 
ton's needs,  one  must  think  of 
Princeton  as  one  community,  not 
as  Borough  and  Township."  The 
report,  representing  months  of  ef- 
fort on  the  part  of  14  Princetoni- 
ans  (see  below),  will  be  analyzed 
in  detail  in  upcoming  issues  of 
Town  Topics. 

On  other  news  fronts,  Cuba's 
Premier  Fidel  Castro  became 
part  of  the  Princeton  scene  with 
the  announcement  that  he  will  be 
in  town  next  week  for  an  address 
(closed  to  the  public)  on  the  Uni- 
versity campus.  Whether  the 
"demonstrations"  forecast  as  ac- 
companying his  trip  to  the  U.S. 
would  spread  to  Princeton  was  a 
matter   for   speculation. 

United  Community  Fund  offi- 
cials, seeking  to  erase  a  $15,000 
deficit  through  a  legalized  raffle, 
and  the  Princeton  Pastors'  Asso- 
ciation, differed  in  their  views  of 
gambling  for  charity's  sake.  In 
nem-by  Lawrence  Tovmship.

It  was  Roland  T.  Ely,  Constitu- 
tion Hill,  who  suggested  to  Uni- 
versity officials  tlie  possibility  of 
inviting  Premier  Castro  to 
Princeton.  Mr.  Ely  met  him  some 
years  ago  when  the  Cuban  revolu- 
tionary and  Mr.  Ely's  cousins 
were  students  together  in  Cuba. 
The  University  agreed  to  Mr. 
Ely's  proposal  and  in  March  of 
this  year,  he  vi'sited  Cuba  twice 
and  invited  Castro,  infornially.  to 
come  to  Princeton.  President 
Robert  Goheen  later  extended  a 
formal  invitation. 

On  Tuesday  morning,  the  Cu- 
ban premier  will  go  to  Lawrence- 
ville  school,  where  Mr.  Ely 
teachers,  to  lecture  to  students. 
He  will  lunch  that  day  at  the 
Present  Day  Club.  Premier  Cas- 
tro will  stay  at  the  Ely  home  and 
members  of  his  party,  expected 
to  number  about  five,  will  be  at 
various  other  private  home's. 
Some  are  expected  to  stay  at  Cot- 
tage Club  on  Prospect  Avenue. 

Because  of  the  possibility  of 
demonstrations.  Premier  Castro's 
arrival  and  departure  schedule 
has  been  kept  secret  but  he  is 
expected  to  leave  'sometime  Tues- 
day afternoon.  Borough  and 
Township  police  have  been  alert- 
ed to  the  visit;  however,  the  pre- 
cautions are  expected  to  be  no 
more  than  the  usual  procedure 
followed  for  the  visit  of  any  head 
of  a  state.

BUTTERFLY  IN  THE  PARLOR 

Framed,  Ol  Courw.  You  may 
now  have  a  splendid  collection 
o(  butterflies  without  even  a%vn- 
Ing  a  net.  much  less  going  to  the 
trouble  of  trumping  the  Brazilian 
jungle  In   search  of  some  Bpecl- 

Your  collector  Is  a  Princeton 
resident  named  Arnold  Jacobs 
who  impales  butterflies  in  his 
spare  time,  mounting  them 
against  becoming  pieces  of  dra- 
pery fabric  and  framing  them  in 
little  antique  frames.  You  may 
see  them  at  Masselos  on  With- 
erspoon   and   at  George  Habeeb. 

He  also  does  bugs. 

Mr.  Jacobs  buys  his  butterflies, 
he  does  not  net  them.  They  come 
folded,  and  he  gently  unfolds 
them,  ponders  their  varying  and 
invariably  brilliant  colors  and 
then  decides  how  they  should  be 
framed. 

In  his  boxes,  he  has  butterflies 
from  Tibet  and  Madagascar, 
from  South  America  and  For- 
mosa and-  even  —  how  exotic  can 
one  be?  —  from  West  Germany. 
Some  are  the  iridescent  electric 
blue  ones  you've  seen  often  be- 
fore, but  most  of  the  others  are 
niore  unusual. 

There  is  the  owl  butterfly,  five 
Inches  long,  with  one  dark  side 
and  one  side  like  the  face  of  an 
owl.  There  is  one  that  looks  like 
two  elm  leaves  in  late  autumn, 
another  an  inch  and  a  Iwilf  long 
with  tremendous  antennae  longer 
than  he  is. 

One  seems  made  of  brown  vel- 
vet, with  bright  green  spots  which 
are  feathered  at  the  edges.  A 
dazzling  black  and  green  one 
looks  like  a  masquer^der. 

A  small  yellow  and  white  one 
mlgtit  be  a  piece  of  lace.  There 
are  some  so  beautifully  marked 
on  both  upper  and  under  brides 
that  Mr.  Jacobs  mounts  them  on 
a  mirror.  (Yes,  there  are  orange 
ajid  black  models  to  choose 
from.)

Dr.  Russell  S,  Edmonds  resigned 
from  Lawrence  Township's  Board 
of  Education  Monday  night  dur- 
ing a  lengthy  session  in  which  he 
pcDtested  the  Board's  decision  to 
form  a  new  committee  to  ex- 
amine policy  in  regard  to  teacher 
credentials. 

The  Board's  vote  to  form  »he 
new  committee  grew  out  of  its 
decision  to  dismiss  a  teacher  who 
has  been  the  object  of  much  re- 
cent controversy.  Dr.  Edmonds 
agreed  with  the  Board  in  its  G-3 
vote  not  to  renew  the  teacher's 
contract  (she  has  taught  for  only 
two  years  and  so  does  not  have 
tenure);  however,  he  felt  that  the 
Boaid's  new  committee  would 
duplicate  and  undermine  the 
work  of  the  education  commit- 
ted, which  he  heads.  ' 

The  teacher  involved  was  sup- 
ported by  almost  20  parents 
whose  children  are  in  her  classes. 
She  has  not  been  told  precisely 
why  her  contract  will  not  be  re- 
newed, but  the  Board  has  re- 
portedly found  her  "incompati- 
ble" with  the  principal  and  other 
teachers  in   her  school.

Mrs.  K.  Dexter  Miller.  Province 
Line  Road,  housewife:  I'm  in  fa- 
vor of  having  them  fenced  in  be- 
cause cars  and  other  things  do^a 
lot  of  damage  to  the  dogs.  I  don't 
think  civilization  is  set  up  to 
have  dogs  run  loa^^e  any  more.  I 
have  a  whole  kennel  full  and  ev- 
ery time  I  sell  one.  I  suggest  tak- 
ing it  out  only  on  a  leash  if  they 
don't  ha\"e  a  fenced  in  yard.  As 
far  as  the  damage  the  dogs  do 
when  they  run  loose,  I'm  sure 
tiiat  if  it  is  serious  enough  peo- 
ple would  be  willing  to  file  a 
complaint.

What  Does  The  Law  Say? 

An  advertisement  and  a  let- 
ter In  Town  Toimcs  and  letters 
read  at  Monday  night's  Town- 
ship Committee  meeting  Iiave 
aroused  interest  as  to  what  the 
Borough  and  Township  ordi- 
nances have  to  say  about  the 
freedom  of  dogs.  In  both  mu- 
nicipalities, the  canines  are 
allowed  to  run  loose,  with  the 
owner  responsible  for  any 
damage  done. 

The  police  chiefs  can  order 
a  dog  confined  which  creates  a 
nuisance  (such  as  barking  all 
night),  after  a  written  and 
signed  complaint.  Township 
clerk  Joseph  Nini  feels  the 
present  set-up  is  adequate  to 
meet  any  dog  problem,  "pro- 
vided peope  come  in  and  com- 
plain." 

But,  the  problem  is  to  get 
them  to  sign  a  complaint,  ac- 
cording to  Mr,  Nini.  He  said 
people  call  yp  and  want  some- 
thing done,  but  "won't  give 
their  name,  the  name  of  the 
dog's  owner,  or  what  the  dog 
has  done."

Princeton  Track  Coach 

Princeton's  indoor  track  team 
finished  last  in  the  Heptagonal 
Meet  at  Ithaca  early  in  March, 
scoring  only  a  single  point. 
Last  week,  the  Tigers  traveled 
to  ■  Virginia  and  swept  three 
meets  against  as  many  oppon- 
nents  by  margins  ranging  from 
eight  to  41  points. 

Although  not  achieved 
against  colleges  as  strong  as 
the  Ivy  League's  best,  the  vic- 
tories were  a  major  morale 
boost  for  Princeton  track  for- 
tunes. The  sport  has  many  a 
hurdle  to  clear  in  its  efforts 
to  maintain  strength  equal  to 
the  Tigers'  traditional  oppon- 
ents, and  this  past  winter  for- 
tunes reached  an  all-time  low. 

Biggest  problem  is  the  lack 
of  indoor  training  facilities, 
since  Harvard,  Yale.  Cornell, 
Army.  Navy  and  others  in  the 
east  all  have  long  had  field 
houses.  Princeton,  in  contrast. 
is  just  barely  entering  the  plan- 
ning stage. 

The  fact  that  track  spreads 
over  a  six-month  season,  in- 
doors and  out.  creates  aca- 
demic problems  for  a  part  of 
the  squad.  Injuries,  too,  take 
their  inevitable  toll  —  sprinter 
Dick  Edmunds,  who  set  a  var- 
sity record  the  first  time  he 
competed  as  a  Princeton  fresh-

Pete  Morgan,  now  in  his  I4th 
year  as  a  Princeton  coach,  has 
had  the  patience  to  ride  out 
adversity.  He  has  worked  hard 


and  long  with  the  material  at 
hand,  taken  the  cold  and  wet 
days  philosophically  and  been 
grateful  for  early  spring  sun- 
shine whenever  it  appears  to 
further  conditioning  of  his  per- 
sonnel.
